Now , THEREFORE, In exercise of the power conferred by clause ( c ) of sub 
section ( 1) of section 10 of the Industrial Disputes Act , 1947 (XIV of 1947) , the 
Central Government hereby refers the sald dispute for adjudication to the Central 
Govornment Industrial Tribunal at Dhanbad, constituted under section 7 of the 
Sald Aot .
